Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Claims 1-5, 7, 11-17, 19, 21, 28-29, 31-32, 35, 39-41, 43-44 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does not 
provide sufficient motivations to modify the references to show the first foam layer extending 
from the rear portion of the backing structure in areas uncovered by the mounting bracket to 
provide a seal in direct contact with the mounting surface and between the mounting surface and 
the dock pad in combination with other claimed limitations as set forth in claims 1 and 43, and 
prior art does not provide sufficient motivation to modify the seal system to show a theft 
deterrence component including a metal chain link fence in combination with other claimed 
limitations as set forth in claim 19.
